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Bomb threat at L-S

It would be an understatement to say 
that this year’s Senior Dress-up Day was 
unique. An early snowstorm left the school 
without power on October 31st, pushing 
Senior Dress-up day to Tuesday, November 
Ist. However, this annual event was post- 
poned further due to a bomb threat. 

Early Tuesday morning, the L-S staff 
discovered a message on the school’s an- 
swering machine left by an anonymous 
caller saying that there was a bomb inside 
the building. Though the local police quick- 
ly determined that the threat was a hoax, se- 
rious action still needed to be taken. The 
Sudbury Police and Fire Departments along 
with the Lincoln Police and the Massachu- 
setts State Police Bomb Squad thoroughly 
checked the building. Later that afternoon, 
the police deemed the building safe, and 
allowed those who were still suffering the 
effects of the storm to resume using the 
school’s facilities. 

Mr. Carpenter was quick to alert the 
town about both the situation that had oc- 
curred and the measures he was planning 
to take, but for many anxious seniors in 
extravagant costumes, that was not enough. 

Despite the general belief that the 
threat was not credible, the administrative 
staff still needed to evacuate the building 
and cancel school. According to Massachu-

For the past four months, most parts 
of Southeast Asia have experienced drastic 
floods due to an unusual monsoon season. 
According to the United Nations, the death 
toll has risen to around 1000. The Coordi- 
nation of Humanitarian Affairs estimates 
that nine million people have been affected. 
There have been many instances of drown- 
ing, electrocution, exposure to toxins, and 
even cases of cholera. These floods have 
also had a serious impact on the L-S Me- 
morial School in Cambodia. 

A number of L-S students have pen- 
pals from our sister school. Earlier this 
year, these students received letters from 
Cambodia explaining a desperate situa- 
tion. For many, the L-S Memorial School 
was their only shelter, as their homes had 
been destroyed. Food was scarce, and some 
told stories of parents sacrificing their 
small rations in order to feed their children. 
In response, L-S students asked for dona- 
tions to send to the Memorial School. Their 
message is that one dollar can save a life 
because that is about how much it costs to 
buy rice for one person. The funds collect- 
ed by the group will be used to buy large

setts General Law, anyone found guilty of 
calling in a bomb threat, “shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the state prison for not 
less than 3 years nor more than 20 years or 
imprisonment in the house of correction for 
not less than 6 months nor more than 2 1/2 
years, or by fine of not less than $1,000 nor 
more than $50,000, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment.” 

The investigation regarding who called 
in the bomb threat is still ongoing. Never- 
theless, the person who left the message on 
the school’s answering machine faces seri- 
ous consequences for committing a felony. 
Though many students have been wrapped 
up in the effect this event had on Senior 
Dress-up Day, it is important to keep in 
mind the severity of the crime of calling in 
a bomb threat. 

Still, some seniors were able to lighten 
the mood on the Tuesday before Senior 
Dress-Up Day by wearing homemade 
“Bomb Squad” t-shirts, symbolizing their 
determination to not allow another incident 
hold them back. This attitude was exempli- 
fied the next day when seniors arrived in 
costumes just as, if not more, elaborate as 
on the first day. 

While the delay to Senior Dress-Up 
Day seemed like another unfortunate set- 
back to the class of 2012, the seniors were 
able to overcome their anger, confusion, 
and sadness to enjoy the day they deserved. 


the families of Memorial School students to 
supplement a major staple food lost in the 
floods. 

Many affected areas are remote and 
communication is limited. Three quarters of 
the country’s land is underwater. Although 
the water has thankfully started to recede, 
many rice paddies are destroyed, crippling 
the area’s major industry. The possibility 
of a food shortage could lead to starvation. 
This is especially concerning in Cambo- 
dia, where the government is not able to 
help due to lack of money. In neighboring 
Myanmar, ruled by a strict dictatorship, the 
situation is even more dire. Many private 
charities are striving to help but are not able 
to reach out to everyone. The country is in 
a state of desperation, and many people are 
having trouble surviving. Crops have been 
destroyed and houses are ruined, 

As a result of the flooding, people are 
now living on small strips of dry land in 
close quarters, along with their surviving 
animals. These conditions are optimal for 
the spread of disease. In Cambodia alone, 
2.4 million people have been affected, 
about 700,000 of which are children. 80 of 
these children have already died. Cambodia 
needs money to acquire resources that are

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Occupy Boston Protests

Since they arrived in Dewey Square 
early last month, the Occupy Boston pro- 
testors have been seen by many as every- 
thing from a beacon of change, to an an- 
noying nuisance. They argue for the middle 
and lower class, as well as the unemployed, 
and even as the New England weather sets 
in, protesters say they are not going to stop 
anytime soon. 

The demonstrators, who are camped 
out in Boston’s financial district, are just 
one branch of a much larger movement that 
started in New York City and has spread all 
across the nation. Protests that have set up 
shop everywhere from major cities to small 
towns have drawn large amounts of media 
attention, and some Occupy Boston pro- 
testers say that’s just what they want. “The 
real thing I think we’re being effective in 
doing,” said one demonstrator, a computer 
scientist from MIT, “is making people talk. 
... [People] are saying ‘Okay, they’re just a 
bunch of dirty hippies, but they’re right.’” 

The camp itself, which is located at the 
intersection of Atlantic Avenue and Sum- 
mer Street in Boston, on the Rose Kennedy 
Greenway, is a makeshift group of tents on 
a grassy area of the park. One arm stretch- 
es past the I-93 tunnel vent building, and 
has been dubbed “Weird Street” by pro- 
testers. During a visit to the encampment 
in the Financial District, many interesting 
protest features stood out. While the tent 
arrangement appeared to be loose, it was 
clear from amount of things getting done 
that the group was relatively well-orga- 
nized. There was one tent with steam per- 
petually wafting out of its opening, serving 


to demonstrators. A helter-skelter library 
tent was situated to the right of the tunnel 
vent, in front of which a band of two gui- 
tars and a harmonica was playing all sorts 
of songs, from oldies to current top-forty 
hits. The band leader, who wore a shirt that 
proclaimed “no job, no money, no car...but 
I’m in a band,” said, “I came out here to 
entertain these guys. ... | certainly wanted 
to show my support.” A statue of Mahatma 
Gandhi stood, adorned with Hawaiian-style 
leis and posters, at the front of a sidewalk, 
with tents on either side. 

Several police officers stood across 
from the protesters at one entrance to the 
South Station subway stop, watching the 
protest. There was one information tent, 
as well as another tent distributing posters 
and art with key protest messages. When 
asked what the end goal was, the computer 
scientist laughed and explained that Oc- 
cupy Boston is “a loose conglomeration of 
people ... and [that] the single focus is [that 
America has] an unfair system that has to 
change, and then [demonstrators] have ten 
thousand different ways to change it and a 
million different details on what the chang- 
es should be and we won’t come together 
on that.” Indeed, the coordinators of the 
Occupy protests have said that they are try- 
ing to forge a common goal, but the wide 
variety responses to the same question from 
demonstrators shows that everyone there 
has something special to them that they 
wish to see accomplished. One protester 
said that he was there because the political 
system is unfair, and another; “to assist in 
the revolution.” There were posters declar-
